The train was a sou thbou nd Ninth 
avenu e train, and shou ld have con­ 
tinu ed on a straight track instead of 
being switched to a cu rve by which 
Sixth avenu e trains p roceed on Fifty- 
Third street, from Ninth avenu e to 


Sixth avenu e. 
The Sixth avenu e train had ju st 
p assed and the 
switch 
lever was 
op en. 
The first car 
of 
the Ninth 
avenu e train took the switch, ju st 
barely staying on 
the 
rails, and 
tu rned into Fifty-Third street. 
The switchman, it Is alleged, when 
he bslw the blu nder, tu rned the switch 
back again, as if to send the train on 
the straight track . 
As soon as this 
Tvas done the ti'ain was wreck ed. 
The second car got arou nd the tu rn, 
bu t the third car was thrown from 
the track . 
It fell into the street, tu rning com­ 
p letely 
over, 
and 
landing u p side 
down. 
The fou rth and fifth cars also left 
the rails, bu t did not fall to the street. 
The fou rth car stru ck with terrific 
force against a bu ilding, and the p as­ 
sengers in the fou rth and fifth cars 
saved themselves by p assing throu gh 
an ap artment in this bu ilding. 
Policeman Edward Moran, "who was 
standing beneath the stru ctu re, was 
inju red and 
barely 
escap ed death. 
He tu rned in the alarm, and, retu rn­ 
ing to the 
scene, 
fou nd the street 
strewn with inju red p eop le. 
W’hen the firemen arrived they be­ 
gan dragging the p eop le ou t of the 
ca r. 
The fu rther down they got into the 
mass of hu manity the slower the work 
became, and the more seriou s vrere 
the wou nds of those rescu ed. 
Finally axes had to be u sed to get 
the p eop le from u nder the wreck ed 
car. 
At that stage they began to p u ll 
ou t the dead. On the stru ctu re the p o­ 
licemen fou nd the head of a man. 
Excitement among those in the de­ 
railed cars on the stru ctu re as they 
realized what had hap p ened became 
Intense. 
Several started to attack Pau l Kel- 
fy, the motorman, bu t when he p ro­ 
tested that 
the 
switchman was to 
blame they desisted. 
Later the coroner cau sed the arrest 
of J. W. Johnson, the condu ctor, and 
fou r gu ards. 
Kelly and the switchman disap p ear­ 
ed. 
Several yards from the scene 
a po ­ 
liceman p ick ed u p The head of a man, 
which, it develop ed later, belonged 
to 
the body of Solomon Nu gast. 
Nu gast had been sitting at the front 
end of the car which ju mp ed into the 
street. A p iece of board or metal sev­ 
ered his head from his body as thou gh 
done with an ax. 
The bodies of those k illed were tak ­ 
en to Forty-Seventh street station and 
laid ou t in a row’ on the floor. 
The crowd of relatives and friends 
who wished to identify the bodies be­ 
came so dense abou t the station that 
it was necessary to call ou t extra p o­ 
lice from the adjacent p recincts to 
aid in clearing the streets. 
Jas. Bach, thè p oliceman, died of 
his inju ries, after having been tak en 
to the hosp ital.

On Building and Contents There Is 
Insurance of $4500— Origin of 
the Fire Not Known. 


Departed For a Bridal Trip East— Will

The residence of Cap t. H. A. Pratt, 
the Missou ri, Kansas & Texas p as­ 
senger condu ctor, at No. 609 
West 
Broadw'ay, was p artially destroyed by 
fire shortly after midnight this morn­ 


ing. 
The firemen, who p romp tly answer­ 
ed the alarm, which was sent in at 


12:30 o'clock , fou nd the whole of the 


u p p er p ortion of the large 15-room 
bu ilding in flames. How the fire orig­ 
inated is u nk nown, bu t it was sp read­ 
ing rap idly w’hen the flames w’ere dis­ 


covered. 
The water p ressu re in the mains 
was excellent, and the firemen had no 
trou ble in confining the flames to the 
attic and roof, althou gh the fire crep t 
down into the second story in a cou ­ 


p le of p laces. 
The fu rnitu re, carp ets and other 
hou sehold goods were badly damaged 
by water, and the total loss on bu ild­ 
ing and contents is rou ghly estimated 
at between $5000 and $6000, which is 
p artly covered by $4500 insu rance.
